Q. Hez er the Hope, or ExpeRance of 
Reward { not excluding the love of 
God, &c.) be not a good, and law- 
fnl (tho sot toe only) Motive to 
Charity ? 

A. What God Himfelf propofesas a Motive, muft 
of confequence be a Lawful one, fince we can no 
ways imagine, that an Infinitely Perfect Being can 
perfwade to any thing, but what isintirely Innocent. 
And yet, when he enforces Keligion in General, 
with ineftimable Rewards, with whar reafon can 
we exclude the Duty of Charity. Nay, is not 
Charity ir felf recommended to us, under the plea- 
fing Aliurement of juch an Hope as maketh nor a- 
fham’d ? Does nor our Blefled Lord encourage our 
Secrefy, intthe necetfary Performance of fo excellent 
a Work, with rhe inviting Profpect of a furure Re- 
compence; thy Father, which fJeeth in Secret, him- 
felt thall Reward thee openly. 

Q. Some Mens Spirits are wifibly Mafters over thofe 
of others 3 The Question is, Whether this does proceede 
from the Excellency of Education, or Mens Diverfity of 
Fortunes, or the Real Privrity of Souls. 

A, What Propriety there is in the [nate Faculrie: 
of Souls, Humané Reaton’s incapabje of Judging ; 
fince, whether thofe Faculties be Equal or Unequal, 
a Dittcrence in the actual Exertion of them may a- 
rife from the Canfes you have mention’d, to which 
We may prefix another. 

1. Thatthe narural Contexmres of our Bodies 
may caufeno inconfiderable Difterence in the Actings 
of our Souls, is undeniably Evident trom undoubted 
Inftances. The Capacities of fome have been won- 
derfuily impar’d by accidental alterations in their 
Bodies: And there have not been wanring thofe, 
who, tho of very eminent Endowments, have yet by 
fome acute Diftemper, been unhappily reduc’d be- 
low the very level of common Men. And this is 
further prov'd from the different Genius’s in diffe- 
rent Countries, according ro the difference in the 
nature of the Climates, 

2. The Difference arifing from Education is fo ve- 
ry palpable, thar we need nor infift upon it. Some 

fen, who for natural Abilities were once look’d up- 
On as of a common Size, have by. Induftrious Ap- 
plication, and the bett Opportunities of Improve- 
ment, arrivd to a quicknels of Underitanding; and 
been in great Efteem, notonly for their ftudied Ac- 
quirements, but allo for the uncommon reach of 
their great Capacities, 


3. Thar the Difference may arife alfo from the 
Diverfiry of Mens Fortunes, we have a noted In- 
ftance in the Poet Ovid, who juftly attributes the 
want of that {prighrfullnefs ot Thoughr, he had 
been formerly Mafter of, fo con{picuous in his laft 
Compofures, to his very unhappy Circumftances, 
which ftrangely enfeebles the natural Vigour of af- 
piring Souls.

Jenna March 28. Prince Eugene fet our from 
hencethe 26th, for Hannover and the Hague, 
being attended by his Nephew Count Maurice of 
Soipons, 2 Adjutanrs General, and fome other Gen- 
tlemen. The News of the Preparation of the French 
at Dunkirk, for [nvading Scotland, occafion’d no 
{mall Surprize atthis Court, but they are recover'd 
from the Apprehenfions they were under, by the 
Advices they have receiv'd trom England and Hol- 
land, which brought an account of the vigorous Ree 
folutions that were taken, and put in Execution to 
difappoint the Defigns of the Enemy. The Cardi- 
nal Saxe Zeits fet out from hence the 24th tor Pres- 
burg; from whence they write, that the Hopes they 
had conceivd from the Meeting of the Diet, begin 
to vanifh ; feveral of the Deputies are {0 intimidas 
ted by the Menaces ot the Maleconcents, that the 
Imperia! Minifters have no ealy Task to pertwade 
them to continue longer in that Place. Prince Ra- 
im has Publith'd a Proclamation, declaring all the 
ungarians aflembled there, Traytors, and publick 
Enemies to their Country, and threatens to deftroy 
their Territories with Fire and Sword. 

Turin March 28. The 22d Inftant, Field Maref- 
chal Staremberg arriv’d here from Vienna, but laft 
from Milan ; and intends to expect here the Confe- 
derate Squadron, that is to Convoy the Imperialifts, 
and the reft of the Palatines defign'd for Caralonia, 
in order to Embark on Board the fame, and take up- 
on him the Command of King Charles's Forces in 
Spain. Immediately upon his Arrival he waired on 
his Royal Highnefs, .who receiv'd hjm with uncom- 
mon Marks of Efteem and Favour; and gave Or- 
ders that an Apartment fhou'd be fitted up for him, 
at the Expences of his Royal Highnefs, and all o- 
ther Charges defray’d. The neceffary Preparations 
for an early Campaign are carried on hete with all 
imaginable Application ; bur fuch great quantities 
of Snow have tallen of fate, that ’cwill be impoffible 
eon Troops on either fide to march yet into the 

ield. 

Paris April 6. The whole Difcourfe here, is con- 
cerning the Expedition to Scodand, and there being 
no certain Account of that Affair, our Repotts about 
it are very Numerous. ‘Tis publickly own‘d, that 
the Defign upon Edinburgh has mifcarried ; but Ler« 
ters from Vertailles fay, that the King has no Ac- 
count of the Fleet, fince they out fail’d the Englith, 
off of Edinburgh Frith, that is tobe depended on. 
The March of the Houfehold Troops cowards the 
Netherlands, is put offtothe 15th Inftaat, by which 
time "tis not doubted, but we fhall have a more cer- 
rain Intelligence of Count Fourbin. Lettets from 
Madrid of the 24th paft, fay, that King Philip and 
his Queen went that Morning to Buen Retiro, in of- 
der to pafs the Eafter Holy there + Cardinal 
Portocarero, Arch Bifhop of toledo, has, in the 
Name of the Chapter of that City, fent a great Sum 
of Money to King Philip, which was aes 
en 











fent to Atragon, to pay part of die Arrears due to 
the Spanh Troops. "Tis faid his Majefty will 
make a great Promotion of General Officers on 
Eafter Day. The Departure of the Duke of Ven- 
dolme, is yet uncertain, and in all probabiliry will 
be put of till we hear of the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough’s Arrival in Hoiland. Tis reported, that a 
Monfter having Three Heads has been found in the 
Wood of Orleans. 


Hague Aprilit. Don Francifco Bernardo de Quiros, 
Plenipotentiary from the King of Spain, arriv’d here 
Yefterday from Bruffels, with the Duke D’Aremoerg. 
‘The Count de Fuentalide another Minifter of his Catho- 
lick Majelty, arriv’d here Yefterday trom Great Br!- 
tain. Laft Sunday Prince Eugene went to Vifit the 
Great Penfionary Heinfins, and Din’d in Publick ; and 
atter Dinner receiv'd the Compliments of all the Fo- 
reign Miuifters, and feveral Perions of Diltinction, on 
his Arrival. The next Morning the Great Penhonary 
return’d his Vie; after Dinner his Highnefs made the 
Tour of the Voor-hont, with a numerous Retinue of 
Coaches; and in the Evenning went to Scheveling, to 
have the Vleaiure ot viewing the Sea, 


Our lat Letters from Switzerland tel] us, that His 
Molt Chriftian Majefty has propos’d an Accommodati- 
on for Neufchatel. The Difappointment the French 
have met with in their intended Invafion, has ftruck a 
ereat Damp in all che Conquer’d Countries, and ‘tis be- 
leav’d it has bigke al! the Meaiures conterted for rhe en- 
fuing Campain. Laft Night we had Advice, that the 
Duke ot Malborough is arriv’d on our Coatt, and is ex- 
pected here this Night, or to Morrow Morning, whicli 
is Very acceptable News to Prince Eugene, who intends 
to continue here but few Days. His Highnels had che 
Satisfaction to hear tmmediately after his Arrival, that 
the Pretended Prince of Wales is return to Dunkirk, 
meeting with no Enconragement to land in Scotland, 
notwithfanding the French gave out, the whole Kiog- 
dom was for him. ?
